Six Rescue Expeditions. 

Watkins’ success was attained as 
six expeditions to rescue Courtauld 
got under way. Had Watkins 
failed, or been a few hours later, 
success would have rested with the 
most spectacular of these expedi- 
tions, that of the Swedish civilian 
pilot, Capt. Albin Ahrenberg, who 
flew from Malmoe, Sweden, and 
found the Courtauld igloo a_ few 
hours after Watkins had taken 
Courtauld away. 

Capt. Ahrenberg, whose plane is 
equipped with skiis, landed on the 
ice near the igloo, which he spot- 
ted from the air. He found only a 
ragged tent, surrounded in KEski- 
mo fashion with blocks of ice, but 
in the freshly fallen snow there 
were sledge tracks leading south- 
ward. 

The aviator took off and fol- 
lowed the sledge tracks which soon 
brought him in sight of the Wat- 
kins party. Courtauld appeared to 
be walking along behind the sledge, 
safe and in good health. Ahren- 
berg dropped some food to the 
party and continued back to the 
expedition's base with word of the 
rescue. If was believed a week 
would elapse before the sledge 
party could reach the base.

Plans to Supply This Are 


pany Expects to Cut Cost 
in Homes.

CHICAGO, May 8.—Laclede Gas 


Light Co. of St. Louis, a unit of 
Utilities Power & Light Corpora- 
tion of Chicago, today filed a new 
rate schedule with the Missouri 
Public Service Commission at Jef- 
ferson City in preparation for the 
possible introduction of natural gas 
for general use in St. Louis. 

The schedule filed today makes 


no change in rates but changes the 
form of billing consumers from 
cubic feet to therms. A therm isa 
measure of heat value, consisting of 
100,000 British thermal units. Con- 
sent of the Public Service Commis- 
sion will be necessary before the 
gas company may make the change, 
and the schedule provides’ that 
consumers who wish may still have 
their bills rendered on the cubic 
foot basis, 

From an executive of Utilities 
Power & Light Corporation the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent 
learned that plans for supplying 
natural gas, in mixture with manu- 
factured gas, to all consumers were 
proceeding in accordance with the 
company’s announcement of last 
Jan. 7. 

The early consummation of these 
plans depends upon the gas com- 
pany’s ability to purchase natural 
gas at a price which will enable it 
to pass lower rates along to the 
consumers, particularly an attrac- 
tive rate for house heating. There 
would be no point in changing to 
natural gas unless the andvantage 
could be given the users, the com- 
pany’s spokesman said. 

Rates Same as Present. 

The therm rates proposed by the 
company for monthly consumption 
are: 

First 2 80 cents. 

Next 28 15.7 cents a therm. 

Next 300 14.2 cents a therm. 

Next 600 12.5 cents a therm. 

All over 930 10 cents a therm. 

These rates correspond exactly 
with present rates. For example, 
©°900 cubic feet used in one montn 
snow costs $2.37, billed as follows’ 
First 300 feet, 75 cents; 1700 feet 
at 9.5 cents a 100, $1.62; total 
$237. St. Louis gas contains 600 
British thermal units to the cubic 
are 81x 


foot: consequently there 
therms in 1000 cubic feet, and 12 
therms in 2000 cubic feet. Biiled 


on the therm basis, this would cost: 
Hirst two therms, 890 cents; i0 
therms at 15.7 cents a therm, $1.57; 
total, $2.37. 

The therm method of billing is 
now in use in Chicago, having been 
approved about a year ago by the 
Illinois Commerce Commission. 

The writers’ informant says the 
therm method is fairer because 
daily charts show any variation in 
the heat value of the gas and the 
user is billed for heat value as 
shown by these charts. The gas 
is measured at the meter in cubic 
feet and converted to therms  in° 
accordance with tHe chart of daily 
heat values. 

Purpose of the Change. 

The therm method also enables 
approved changes in B. T. U. con- 
tent to be made without having 
to readjust rates. It is especially 
useful from the company’s stand- 
point in the introduction of natur- 
al gas which has a higher B. T. U. 
value than manufactured gas. The 
mixture proposed for St. Louis by 
Laclede would have about 800 
B. T. U.’s to the cubic foot, in- 
stead of 600 in the present manu- 
factured gas. This would be an 
increase of one-third. That is, in 
a given number of cubic feet. the 
user would get one-third more heat 
value and if his rate remained the 
same, on the cubic foot basis, it 
would actually amount to a re- 
duction of 25 per cent. 

But with the therm rate the 
consumer would pay just what he 
did before for the equivalent heat 
units. Thus under the cubic foot 
basis unless the company could af- 
ford to make a rate reduction of 
at least 25 per cent throughout its 
schedule in changing to natural 
gas it would actually have to make 
some increase in the rate by the 
1000 cubic feet. On the therm 
basis, any reduction possible’ in 
supplying natural gas would show 
in a lower therm rate.

The jury in the Huxtable murder 
case at Belleville sent out word at 
10 o'clock this. morning, after 11 
hours’ deliberation, that it was 
hopelessly deadlocked. Jurors were 
directed to make a further effort 
to agree. 

Eight jurors, it was understood, 
are holding out for the death pen- 
alty for William Reardon, who 
with Mrs. Mildred Huxtable, was 
tried for the murder of Mrs. 
Huxtable’s husband, Sterling, a 
construction foreman, in East St. 
17. At the close 
of testimony yesterday, the Court 
directed a verdict of acquittal for 


Louis last Nov. 


Mrs. Huxtable when the State 
failed to connect her with the kill- 
ing 


City Judge Borders of East St. 
Louis, presiding in place of Cir- 
cuit Judge Miller, who disqualified 
himself when the defense took a 
change of venue, permitted Rear- 
don’s case to go to the jury after 
telling the jurors that the directed 
verdict for Mrs. Huxtable was “a 
matter of law, but not of justice.’’ 

Four Kinds of Verdict. 

The jury went out at 3:10 p. m. 
with instructions as to four kinds 
of verdict: Not guilty; guilty with 
the penalty fixed at death; guilty 
with life imprisonment, and guilty 
with the punishment any number 
of years in excess of 14. 

In half an hour they called for 
a deputy Sheriff, pointing out that 
the form of verdict specifying 
death read “her punishment,” in- 
stead of “his punishment.” A new 
form was typed and sent in. 

Ringing in the ears of the panel 
as they went to their deliberation, 
was the final plea of Assistant 
State’s Attorney Lindauer, who 
characterized the affair ‘‘as cold- 
blooded a murder as was ever com- 
mitted in St. Clair County.” 

Dwells on Abandonment. 

“Cn behalf of the county,” he 
continued in stentorian tones, “for 
law enforcement, and for the sake 
of the two children, you should 
mete out to this man the supreme 
penalty.” 

The Huxtables had two sons, 13 
and 8 years old, whom Mrs. Hux- 
tubl: abandoned to live and travel 
with Reardon, and the State made 
much of this point, both in testi- 
mony and argument. 

Pointing out that Huxtable was 
shot in the back, a circumstance 
tending to contradict Reardon's plea 
of self-defense, Lindauer said the 
defendant and Mrs. Huxtable “fell 
desperately in love and if that isn't 
a motive, I don’t know one.” 

Harold J. Bandy, Reardon’s law- 
yer, characterized the prosecution 
“an attempt by the State to make 
a good record,” and emphasized his 
élient’s story of self-defense, pic- 
turing the rage of Huxtable, a tall 
290-pound foreman of laborers, at 
Reardon, small and slender, who 
worked for a furnace company at 
$35 a week. 

“Huxtable was only a special 
park policeman,” he reminded the 
jury, “but that night he carried his 
police powers to 228 North Eighth 
street, East St. Louis, the home of 
my client. He was armet, and 
looking for trouble, and you have 
heard the testimony that he hal 
been drinking.”

ary Advances.

CHICAGO, May 8.—The special 


grand jury investigating the police 
department released its first fig- 
ures yesterday as it temporarily 
halted the police phase of its in- 
quiry into alleged corruption to 
search City Hall records for traces 
of reported shortages. 

Capt. John Ptacek, a veteran po- 
lice commander, was found by the 


jury to have deposited $227,000 in 
his bank accounts in the last five 
years, the State’s Attorney’s office 
announced. Of that sum, $15,000, 
the jury found, was deposited since 
last Jan. 1. | 

Ptacek, commander of the Lawn- 
dale district for several years, was 
one of 52 Captains whose bank ac- 
counts were studied. by the grand 
jury for evidence of possible cor- 
ruption. No charges were  con- 
tained in the report of his accounts. 
His police salary is $4000 a year. 

The Captain issued a statement 
asserted he had speculated success- 
fully for 20 years and had invested 
his money wisély in real estate. 

“IT believe the grand jurors are 
mistaken when they say I deposit- 
ed $227,000," he said. *I admit 
{ did deposit a large amount, but 
[ don’t think it was that much. 
The story that I had _ deposited 
$15,000 since the first of the year 
is all wrong.”’ 

The jury announced it would in- 
vestigate certain city hall offices 
after an unofficial report of an 
audit indicated a shortage of $40,- 
204-.in the City Treasurer's office. 

City Treasurer James A. Kearns 
and August Singer, his immediate 
predecessor, will be summoned. 
Most of the shortage, the audit in- 
dicated, was. caused by city em- 
ployes and officials obtaining ad- 
vance payments on their salaries.

Newton Baker and Wickersham 
Say Officers Should Have 
More, Not Less Power. 


By the Associated Press. 
* WASHINGTON, ay 8.—Newton 


D. Baker, former Secretary of War, 
and George W. Wickersham, chair- 
man of the Law Enforcement Com- 
mission, today disagreed with rec- 
ommendations of two University of 
Pennsylvania law professors. that 
the right of an officer to kill or 
wound in making an arrest should 
be limited to a series of specified 
serious offenses. 

The professors, William E. 
Mikell and Edwin R. Keedy, had 
been delegated by the American 
Law Institute to draw proposed 
statutes for adoption by state Leg- 
islatures in criminal law adminis- 
tration. Their recommendations 
came before the institute today at 
its ninth annual meeting. 

The council of the institute, of 
which Baker is a member, pro- 
posed that the right of an officer 
to kill or wotind in making an 
arrest be extended beyond the 
limits laid down by the professors. 

Wickersham said he felt this was 
“no time’”’ to tie the hands of peace 
officers and, if anything, they 
should be strengthened. His com- 
Pmission, of which Baker is a mem- 
ber, has been engaged in a two- 
year study of law enforcement. 
Baker said he agreed with 
Wickersham, who is president of 
the institute. He suggested that 
the proposed statute {should be 
changed to read that “a peace of- 
ficer is justified in killing or 
wounding,” instead of putting its

provision in the negative form. 
“Organized crime is our serious 
problem,” Baker said. “I do not 
want criminals to feel that any 
statute drawn affecting the right to 
kill or wound in making an arrest 
is aimed at the officers. 

“There is a story in the morning 
papers of the arrest of two bandits 
in New York which reads like a 
skirmish on the western front on 
aminor scale. An officer takes his 
life in his hands in arresting a 
member of one of our organized 
gangs.”’

$9016 Less Than in March 
but 187 Pct. Above Ex- 
penditure in Same Month 
Last Year. 


The six relief agencies affiliated 
with Citizens’ Committee on Relief 
and Employment spent $124,368 
during April in helping about 10,- 
000 families. Mrs. E. H. Steedman, 
chairman of the committee’s relief 
division, said the same agencies in 
April, 1930, cared for 3679 families 
with an expenditure of $43,484. 

The cost of relief was a little less 
in April than in March, when 
$133,484 was spent, but demands 
on funds of Citizens’ Committee 
were just as heavy, because the 
budgets of the agencies were small- 
er in April, Mrs. Steedman said. 
The committee functions through 
the agencies working with it by 
supplying them with funds to meet 
their deficits. 

“The significance of the figures 
for April,” Mrs. Steedman added, 
“lies not in the fact that the cost 
of relief showed a slight décrease 
when compared with the preceding 
month, but that in April, usually 
one of the lighter months of the 
year, the gap between what. was 
needed this year and what was 
needed last year was still widen- 
ing. 
“No one who has studied the sit- 
uation can view without increasing 
concern the situation which con- 
fronts St. Louis. Only the funds 
of Citizens’ Committee are saving 
these agencies from having to set 
adrift more than half of the fam- 
ilies under their care. And _ the 
length of time special funds on 
hand will last is limited.” 
The agencies working with Citi- 
zens’ Committee are St. Louis Prov- 
ident Association, St. Vincent de 
Paul Society, Jewish Federation, 
Red Cross, Salvation Army and the 
Bureau for Homeless Men. 
Their combined expenditure this 
year and the increase over the cor- 
responding months of last year: 
$94,789 in January, increase of 75 
per cent; $124,393 in February, in- 
crease of 103 per cent: $133,484 in 
March, increase of 159 per cent, 
and $124,368 in April, an increase 
of 187 per cent. 


EIGHTEEN ALIENS FROM CUBA 
ARRESTED ON FLORIDA KEY 


Europeans Without Food and Wa- 
ter for Two Days, They Tell 
Immigration Officials, 
By the Associated Press. 
BRADENTON, Fla., May 3. — 
Eighteen aliens, including two 
women, who said they had been 
without food and water for two'§ 
days, were arrested yesterday on 
Anna Maria Key, near here. They 
came from Cuba, they told author- 
ities, who plan to turn them over 
to immigration officers at Tampa. 
The aliens were rounded up by 
a Sheriff's force as they wandered 
into the little town of Anna Maria 
seeking food. They included 
Poles, Slavs, Russians and  Ital- 
ians.

New Orleans Publisher’s Will 
Provides One-Man Control 
of Newspapers. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW ORLEANS, May 8.—The 
will of the late Col. Robert Ewing; 
Louisiana newspaper publisher, 
probated yesterday, left his estate in 
trust for 10 years and appointed his 
son, John D. Ewing, as the sole 
trustee. 

“I know by experience that the 


policy of a newspaper must be con- 
trolled by one man and that power 
I here lodge in my son, John D. 
Ewing,” the will read. 

It directed that the four newspa- 
pers, the New Orleans States, the 
Shreveport, La., Times, the Mon- 
roe, La., Morning World, be oper- 
ated by the trustee for the full 
term of the trust, except that after 
five years the heirs were given the 
privilege by unanimous action to 
dispose o fthe New Orleans States. 

The will appointed his two sons, 
James L. Ewing and John D. Ew- 
ing, and his widow, Grace Nolan 
Ewing, joint testamentary execu- 
tors and directed them to put the 
trust into immediate operation. 

The estate was divided into seven 
parts, equal parts going to his 
widow and his six chidlren, James 
L.. Ewing, John D. Ewing, Toulmin 
D. Ewing, Robert Ewing, Wilson 
Ewing and Esther Ewing Brown. 
In addition, his daughter, Mrs. 
Brown, received a summer home at 
Pass Christian, Miss., and the 
widow was bequeathed the home 
and furnishings on St. Charles ave- 
nue in New Orleans and the use of 
a summer home at Pass Christian. 

Special legacies were made _ to 
employes, $5000 to J. Walker Ross, 
managing editor of the New Or- 
leans States, $1000 to J. C. Aby, 
columnist of the States, and $750 to 
James Fisher, business manager of 
the States. 


The will contained this advice to 
his heirs: 

“IT impress upon my wife and my 
children to avoid litigation over my 
estate and to amicably arrange 
their reltaions in my estate.’ 

It was dated June 17, 1924, with 
codicils dated Aug. 9, 1924, Sept. 
14, 1929, and June 23, 1930.

“Journalist” G. B. Shaw Talks 


On Profession of Journalism 


“God Help It!” His Toast After Declaring 
Stupidity of British Press Spoiled 
Trade With Russia. 


By the Associated Press 
LONDON, May 8.—For 10 min- 


utes today George Bernard Shaw 
entertained the British Institute of 
Journalists, closing a characteris- 
tic speech with the toast: ° “The 
profession of journalism — God 
help it.” 

“Is it a profession?” he demand- 
ed, “or is it the last refuge of any 


young person who is hopelessly il- 
literate and hopelessly inaccurate?” 
One of journalism’s difficult prob- 
lems, he said, ts to eliminate the 
time lag; the inability to recognize 
that a thing has happened.when it 
has happened. 

“Most people,” said he, “take 
about 20 years to realize that some- 
thing has happened. The world has 
not yet realized the Russian revo- 
tution has taken place. The Brit- 
ish press has not yet found out 
the Soviet Union has come 10 stay. 
In -consequence we have thrown 
away one of the most magnificent 
commercial chances we can ever 


hope to see in our lifetime.” 

Discussing European affairs 
Shaw said: ‘Don’t start a time lag 
about the Austro-German customs 
union. They are bound to unite, 
not only in a customs union but 
nationally.” 

He then took a hop, skip and 
jump over the past, present and 
future of the world, in the course 
of which he said George Washing- 
ton may have been the most ter- 
rible scoundrel who ever lived but 
the American revolution occurred 
and Great Britain had to admit it. 

Shaw urged newspaper men not 
to deal with world events like an 
old-fashioned governess in an old- 
fashioned cathedral town. 

In classifying himself solely as a 
journalist he said: “I am not one 
of those men of letters who devote 
their lives to saying things beau- 
tifully without any particular re- 
gard as to what they are saying. 
What I have got to do is to tell 
people about life and about them- 
selves. There I stop. I am a jour- 
nalist.” 


GUT IN WHEAT RATE 
DELAYED BY U. 5. COURT 


Three Judges Issue Order Post- 
poning New. Schedule for 
60 Days.

CHICAGO, May 8.—A temporary 


Federal Court order today re- 
strained for 690 days an. applica- 
tion of reduced freight rates .on 


wheat throughout the Western 
district. 
The order, issued yesterday by 


three Federal Judges, sitting en 
banc, was granted on application 
of 72 Western and Eastern rail- 
roads, and has the effect of post- 
poning the new rates which had 


been ordered effective June 1 by 
the Interstate Commerce CommMis- 
sion. The carriers had been un- 
der orders to post the new rates 
on May 15. 

The court’s action, announced 
after two days of argument pre- 
sented by the carriers, the Com- 
mission, traffic regulating bodies 
of 14 states, and others, was tak- 
en in eonnection with the attempt 
of the railroads to obtain an in- 
junction against the reduced rates. 
The Commission has 10 days 10 
reply to the railways’ brief for en 
injunction, following which the 
carriers are to have five days to 
file their answer. 

The Commission’s 
creasing rates on many coarse 
grains, but lowering them on 
wheat, was first ordered effective 
last October 1, but its enforcement 
was delayed several times at the 
request of the railroads. Their 
counsel contended that the Com- 
mission misinterpreted its powers 
and that it also disregarded the 
Supreme Court's interpretation of 
the Hoch-Smith congressional res- 
olution of 1925, by lowering to the 
“lowest possible lawful” point rates 
which the carriers contended al- 
ready were reasonable. 

Replying, the Commission con- 

tended, that the new rates were 
reasonable and lawful, that it was 
the sole judge of their reasonable- 
ness, and that the proposed new 
charges were a “levelling-up proc- 
ess’”’ by which some rates were ad- 
vanced.

A fixed trust differs from the 
general management type in that 
its underlying securities are re- 
stricted to certain specified stocks 
or bonds. A typical fixed trust 
would be set up roughly as follows: 
A group of investment houses 
would purchase 10 shares each of, 
say, 20 issues of stocks regarded by 
them as having particular merit. 
These stocks would be placed in 
trust with a trust company, and 
perhaps. 10,000 certificates issued 
against them, each certificate car- 
rying ownership of one ten-thou- 
sandth of the group of stocks held 
in trust. These certificates would 
be low in price, and enable the 
small investor to obtain an equity 
in a diversified group of stocks 
which would be too expensive for 
him to acquire in full. Various reg- 
ulations are made for the substitu- 
tion of underlying stocks held in 
trust, should they, in the opinion of 
the trust’s managers, become unde- 
sirable as investments. 

In contrast, an unrestricted gen- 
eral management trust permits its 
management broad powers to buy 
and sell securities as it sees fit.

Chairman Nye Says Senate 
Committee Has Evidence 
of Several Violations of 
Corrupt Practices Act.

WASHINGTON, May 8.—Bishop 
James Cannon Jr. and his secre- 
tary, Miss Ada L. Burroughs, face 
possible prosecution under the 
Federal Corrupt Practices Act as 
a result of failure to make proper 
reports of receipts,and expendi- 
tures during the anti-Smith cam- 
paign of 1928, and Miss _ Bur- 
roughs also faces prosecution for 
contempt of the Senate, in conse- 
quence of her refusal to testify 
yesterday before the Senate cam- 
paign funds investigating commit- 
tee. 

Notwithstanding Miss Burroughs’ 
refusal to supply any additional in- 
formation, Chairman Nye said to- 
day that evidence already in the 
committee’s possession shows sev- 
eral distinct viloations of the. Cor- 
rupt Practices Act, and that evi- 
dence of a still more interesting na- 
ture will be introduced when the 
committee chooses to resume the 
hearings. This-evidence deals with 
Bishop Cannon’s handling of 
some of the $65,300 which he re- 
ceived from E. C. Jameson, New 
York financier, to be used in Hoo- 
ver’s behalf during the 1928 cam- 
paign. 

Nye Explains Statement. 

Elucidating his statement that 
the corrupt practices law was vio- 
lated, Senator Nye pointed out that 
Jan. 1, 1929, was the final date 
permitted by law for the filing of 
reports with the clerk of the House 
on receipts and disbursements in 
the 1928 campaign. Such a report 
was filed on that date by Miss 
Burroughs, acting as treasurer of 
the anti-Smith Committee. Neith- 
er in that report nor in any of the 
several reports previously filed by 
her was there any mention of con- 
tributions from Jameson, although 
evidence subsequently showed Ja- 
meson had given $62,300 up to that 
time, 

However, Miss Burroughs filed 
a supplemental report on Feb. 125, 
which showed receipts and expedi- 
tures Of more than $19,000 in ex- 
cess of those reported in January, 
and included in the amount was 
$17,300 which Cannon had received 
from Jameson, 

“This February report has no 
legal standing,’”’ Nye declared. “It 
was filed after the expiration of 
the final filing date. Consequently, 
failure to include in the January 
report the receipts and disburse- 
ments acknowledged in the supple- 
mental report constituted a viola- 
tion of the law. The law also ap- 
pears to have been violated by the 
failure to account for receipt and 
disbursement o fthe other money 
received from Jameson.

ME. JUSSERAND, the Amer-

She also has a silhouette of Mrs. 
Coolidge at the White House in an 
evening gown. 

Mme. Louise Homer, ae close 
friend of Mrs. Andrews, occupied 
the latter’s summer home at Semi- 
nary Hill, Virginia, one year short- 
ly after the war, because she 
wanted to spend some time in the 
capital. The background of the 
studio where Mme. Homer prac- 
ticed furnished excellent sugges- 
tions for silhouettes of the famous 
singer, incidentally some of the 
most prized of Mrs. Andrews’ col- 
lection. Of one of these Mrs. 
Andrews said: “I wouldn't take a 
fortune for it.” A posed head of 
Mme. Schumann-Heink is also in 
the famous collection. 

Mrs. Andrews is probably’ the 
only American artist, pen, pencil, 
brush or scissors, who has not rec- 
orded in some manner the familiar 
features of Charles Augustus Lind- 
bergh Sr. 

The range of silhouettes covers 
interesting personalities in every 
walk of life. She has recorded the 
moods and the features of Senator 
Borah on the Senate floor with his 
hair flying;.the gentle, mild Dr. 


Harvey Wiley, the brilliant cru- 
sader in medicine, Dr. Walter 
Reed, the versatile scientist and 


painter, Dr. William H. Holmes, 
director of the National Gallery of 
Art, and Dr. Charles Stiles, the 
man who did so much to eradicate 
the germ of laziness—the hook- 
worm—from the earth. 

Not only has Mrs. Andrews been 
faithful to line and pose of these 
notables when on guard or off, but 
her unfailing sense of humor has 
added a whimsical quality to the 
silhouettes which saves them from 
a photographic rigidity and makes 
them amusing and delightful. And 
incidentally, very revealing of the 
character and characteristics of the 
individuals.

OW did she get them all to 
H pose for her?

She snips away so rapidly that it 
seems incredible that she could: be 
doing anything worth while, not to 
say artistic. And the whole time 
she keeps up a running fire of con- 
versation, which she has learned 
to do to divert her subject and keep 
him or her off guard and there- 
fore more natural.

What is its value 
to art? Is it worth preserv- 
ing?” she repeated. 

“Your silhouette reveals some- 
thing that even the portrait artist 
rarely catches on his canvas; 
something that few photographers 
reproduce. It reveals your person- 
ality in action. The clever silhou- 
ettist preserves for you an unmis- 
takable gesture, a characteristic 
pose—your shadow self. And he 
portrays that outstanding trait or 
characteristic or feature inexorab- 
ly. Your big nose, denoting gener- 
osity; your prominent jaw, your re- 
ceding chin are all there when your 
silhouette is cut, whether you like 
it or not. If you enjoy the good 
things of the world overmuch and 
indulge your appetite accordingly, 
don’t expect your silhouette to keep 
your secret. 


“No honest silhouette cutter 
would ever overlook or even cast 
a becoming shadow over a double 
chin, There are no highlights and 
shadows in this art. It puts your 
profile down in black and white, 
as is.’’ 

And then she told how it is 
done, so that you can try it on your 
paper and scissors and friends. It 
sounds very simple. 

‘You must look only for the 
salient lines,” she said. “If itis a 
portrait you are cutting, study the 
line of the back. 

“Then begin at the lower left- 
hand corner and work upward and 
forward. By doubling the paper in 
this way you get two silhouettes, 
one for the person and one for 
yotr files. You must study the 
facial angle—the line from the 
forehead to the end of the nose, 
then from the end of the nose 
to the chin. 


“Receding chin, bulging  fore- 
head, retrousse nose, are exag- 
gerated. In other words, snatch 


the outstanding characteristic and 
emphasize it unmistakably. Any 
idiosyncrasy in the type helps you. 

‘If there is a tendency to em- 
bonpoint,” she continued, curving 
her paper dexterously around her 
scissors—it’s always the paper that 
the artist moves in making ssil- 
houettes, never the scissors—‘“you 
should exaggerate it, if you have 
the courage. Now, when I cut Mr. 
Taft’s silhouette, I lost mine. The 
Chief Justice mentioned mildly that 
he didn’t care for profiles, so I 
simply had to trim him down a 
bit. 

“In doing these things for charl- 
ties a very essential thing is good 
humor. You should be able to keep 
up a running commentary so that 
sitters as well as those standing 
in line and looking on will be di- 
verted from what you are doing to 
what you are saying. Then you 
slap the silhouette on a piece .' 
paper with a little glue, grab the 
dollar and pass them along the line

HE act of silhouette cutting, or 
making, before the eighteenth 
century found its origin in the 

days of ancient Egypt, when all 

portraits were done in this manner. 

It is said that in the time of the 

Romans candle-light pictures were 

drawn from the refiections of pro- 

files outlined against a wall, an art 
which they are supposed to have 
borrowed from the Etruscans. 

Apparently there was little inter- 
est in silhouettes during the Middle 
Ages, but the art was revived short- 
ly before the time of the French 
Revolution by the Marquis. de Sil- 
houette, French Minister of Fi- 
nance under Louis XV, who is said 
to have achieved the appointment 
chiefly because of the favor he met 
in the eyes of Madame Pompadour. 
But instead of falling in with the 
court policy of wasteful extrava- 
gance, he attempted strict econo- 
mies. This was considered an af- 
front to His Majesty. He was dé- 
clared to be no trained financier 
and fell into universal unpopular- 
ity. 

His “cheap cutting” of his finan- 
cial policies became “silhouettes.”’ 
So did his attempts at portraiture. 
But the term, intended as an insult, 
has lent his name a more lasting 
fame than anything else he did. In 
1835 the word silhouette, meaning 
a shadow picture, was duly incor- 
porated in the French dictionaries.

Malaria 


HE year 1930 marked among 
T ctner things the fiftieth an- 

niversary of a great discovery, 
the immediate cause of malaria. 

Alphonse Laveran, a French 
army surgeon stationed in Algeria, 
in 1880 discovered and described 
the animal parasite which causes 
this destructive disease. 


The significance of this discov- 


ery may in part be appreciated in 
the realization that malaria was an 
ancient scourge, known since an-« 
tiquity. 


The decline o* Greece is said to 


have been hastened through the 
introduction of the disease by 
slaves and captives brought from 
Africa. 

Malaria has made a large por- 
tion of the world uninhabitable to 
man, for malaria is peculiarly a 
disease of humans. When malaria 
is present, as Rosenau has so just- 
ly observed, almost in direct pro- 
portion to its prevalence the popue 
lation is generally subnormal physi< 
cally, mentally and economically. 

The remedy for malaria, cine 
chona, from which quinine is de« 
rived, had been known and éef- 
fectively used for nearly 250 years 
before Laveran’s discovery. 

The treatment of malaria, how- 
ever, Is a prolonged and costly af- 
fair, and in rare instances does 
not prove effective. Science was, 
therefore, concerned with the prob- 
lem of prevention. 

The first step, the foundation 
stone, so to say, was laid down by 
Laveran’s discovery of the ma- 
laria plasmodium, a minute micro- 
organism of animal origin, whose 
life cycle is completed in man and 


L.mosquito. 


Dependence upon the mosquito 
for the completion of the life cycle 
of the malaria micro-organism was 
demonstrated by Sir Ronald Ross 
in 1895. In short order there fol- 
lowed other demonstrations to af- 
firm beyond any possible doubt the 
transmission of malaria by mos- 
quitoes. 

Mankind has profited handsome- 
ly by Laveran’s discovery. Today 
the control of malaria is essential. 
ly an administrative problem. 
Scientifically it has been well 
solved. 
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
